Stevenson is the dynamic 
Hakoah-Easts midfielder who 
previously played for St. 
Johnstone in Scotland. 

He's been in Australia 
about three years and cer- 
tainly could be persuaded to 
meet the qualification re- 
quirements. 

Picioane is another mid- 
fielder, of the Footscray 
J.U.S.T. club. s: 

His ball skills are superior 
to that of at least 99 per cent 
of Australian players. His 
work rate is incredible, he 
scores goals and he has the 
knack for the creative and the 
unexpected. 

Meier is Sydney Olympic’s 
goalkeeper. Big, strong, 
fearless, he impressed most 
expert judges last season. As 
Jack Reilly will be in his mid- 
thirties in 1981, Meler should 
join the other two Socceroo 
goalkeepers, Allan Maher 


(Marconi) and Todd Clarke 
(Hakoah). ’ 
Stevenson, Picioane and 


Meier are three talented 
players who stand out among 
those with claim to a place in 
the national squad. 

Many of the 1977 Soc- 
cerogs will have to be 
replaced. Even thorough 
champions like Jimmy 
Rooney can’t last forever, 
although you never know with 
this human dynamo. 


Peter Wilson, Attila 
Abonyi, Dave Harding, Peter 
Ollerton and perhaps George 
Harris will probably be out of 
contention. 

On the other hand, Peter 
Stone (Wests) and Richie Bell 
(Olympic) are a must, while 
Gary Marocchi, David Jones, 
Harry Williams, Gary Byrne, 
Col Bennett, Murray Barnes, 


Mendo Ristovski, Peter | 


Sharne, Mark.Jankovic and 
Duncan Cummings will all 
come into calculations again. 

The national squad in the 
next three years will probably 
be formed around the 
nucleus of: Stone, Maher, 
Bell, Clarke, Jones, Bennett, 
Williams, Byrne, Sharne and 
Barnes 

A few experienced, mature 
players are desperately 
needed 

It would be wise to consider 
Fitzroy-Alexander’s right 
back Arthur McMillan as a 
possible as soon as he meets 
residential requirements. Mc- 
Millan has been in Australia 
just on a year. 

He is one of the toughest, 
most determined and most 
aggressive attacking 
defenders in the Philips 
League. 

Jim Hermiston, now with. 
Brisbane Lions, said. last year 
his ambition was to break into 
the Australian team, having 
already been in Scotland’s

U.S. to have greater 


The owners of the North 
American Soccer League, at 
their annual meeting in New 
York, have voted to sped up 
Americanisation of the NASL 
by limiting the number of 
foreign players a team is per- 
mitted to fleld at one time, in 
a diminishing scale down to 
six by 1984. 


During 1977, the teams 
were permitted to have 10 
non-North Americans on the 
field at one time. 


Under the new regulation, 
only nine will be permitted in 
1978, and the scale reduces 
that to eight in 1980, seven in 
1982 and six in 1984. 


Also affected is the 30-man 
maximum team roster. From 
its present limit of 15 non- 
citizens, the new regulation 
reduces the total to 14 in 
1978, 13 in 1980, 12 in 1982 
and 11 in 1984. 


The owners reaffirmed a 
schedule of 30 games per 
team for next season, in- 
cluding 15 at home and 15 
away, and set the date for 
Soccer Bowl-78 either on 
Saturday, August 26, or Sun- 
day, August 27, at the Giants 
Stadium, home of the 
Cosmos.
